There has 
been no criticism, BO far as we are 
aware, of the practice. 
It has been 


accepted as proper because judiciary 
nominations do not excite general in- 
terest among the people, and especially 
among the spoils politicians. Hut 11 
the state committee, which is the ma- 
chine, which is really the "bosu,1 ex- 
ercises the right to nominate judges, 
why should it not exercise the right to 
make all nominations? Is it not the 
nature of the machine to extend Us 
jurisdiction and to strengthen its graep 
upon power? Has it ever baen known 


1 °° to surrender any functions that it has 


grabbed or usurped, or that have been 
granted to it? Is it not possible, then, 
that eventually the machine will ex- 
tend ita power to make nominations, 
and from simply nominating judges 
oome to name all candidates? 


It does that now, in truth. Strictly 


speaking, last year's conventions had 
no more light to grant to this year a 
atate committees the power to norm 
nate oandidates.for chief judge of the 
court of appeals than they had to make 
the nominations themselves. They had 
only the tight to make last year's nom 
inations. That was the extent of th 
power conferred npon them by their 
constituents. 
But as they did 
not 


really represent their supposed consti- 
tuents, and did represent their respec-

"bosses," they did what the

Conventions 


are mere dummies. In the present 
state of politioa they might as well be 
abolished.

to Dyea,-writes from that poiut to the 
effect that the ignorance disphiyed^by 
the crowds who are flooding to the 
Klondike fields is lamentable. Of the 
400 passengers who Bailed with him on, 
the steamer George W. JOlder, half of 
whom were from Sa.n 'Francisco, not 
one in twenty had any definite informa- 
tion as to how to reach his destination. 
While the routes were well known, the- 
details and conditions to be met with 
arc not considered, most of the search- 
ers for w«alth hoping- to settle oil 
doubts and uncertainties when they 
reached 
.Txincau. 
Instead, however, 


further confusion, was created by the 
appalling statements that there were 
only two routes, each of which •neces- 
sitated the encounter of almost insur- 
mountable- difficulties. 
There were 


plenty of advocates for both routes at 
.Tunea.ii, but most of them \vere found 
to be ink-rested parties. The two start- 
ing points, D3'ea. and 
Skaguay,- 
are 


separated by four miles of salt water. 
The Dyea trail goes over the Chilkat 
pass and involves a climb of 3,500 feet, 
while tho other, which is not yet com- 
pleted, has a 2,050 foot climb over the 
White pass, and, besides being six miles 
longx'r, is boggy in, places. 
TThe In- 


diana, who aro the solo packers, all 
pock over the Chilka.t pass from Dyea. 
Nearly 500 pack animals are now en 
route, and on arrival will bo pressed 
into regular pack trains, which will re- 
move the chief obstacle for the trans- 
portation of supplies over the 35 miles 
of land is much more formidable than 
that -errcr the 560 mlle« of water on the 
other side of the pass.
